To think that I made these most atro- 
cilously annoying things with my own 
hands, copied them from a picture in 
the paper, and put them up, to the utter 
undoing of my early morning comfort!” 

But thié discomfort is all due to an ama- 
teurish oversight, Casement curtains for 
becrooms should be interlined with black 
canton flannel. This is a little secret of 
the workroom—one of those nothings that 
professional: people have earnestly 
thought out for the comfort of their 
clients. It is just one of many things 
that I have watched in proc of con- 
struction. Anothefis the making of tam- 
brequins; and another the trimming of 
French doors. 

Lambrequins look fn the pictures as 
though they were shaped pieces of goods 
tacked right on to the window frames, 
but they are not; neither are they made 
to frames that are nailed to the window 
frames.

The skeletons upor which such ee | 


brequins as are shown in the sketch are 
built can easily be made at home. The 
wood used is a little less than half an 
inch thick’ The strip across the top 
measures the exact length of the window

The strip should be about 
three and a half inches wide. A smell 
piece the same width and thickness as 
the strip is placed at each end of the 
strip, making a right angle with it, and 
this will come around the outside of the 
window frame right to the wall.

skeleton frame comes under its cloth 
cover. 
If the lambrequins are scalloped, be 


sure that the center of the middle scallop.

THE FIRST PAINTER OF SNOW. 


_N- Sweden there is a great similarity 
between artand sport. Gustaf Adolph 
Pjaestad, who is the first painter of 
snow in the world, was once a cham- 
pion skater also. The Swedes say he 

was borm with a pair of skates on his 
feet, and when still in school had the 
reputation of the wizard oftheice. Tem- 


i peramentaily he is a descendant from 


the Vikings, with their worship of out- 
Goor Sports and their passionate love of 
beauty and cokr. 

When Pjaestad grew to be a man he 
Wanted the open and all that went with 
it—tong winters, vast wildernesses, and 
immense freedom. He found a woman 
like himegelf, a sportewoman and an art- 
ist. im 18068 they went far north and 
built a home within the arctio circle, 
where the nights of winter are fearfully 
long and lonely and the days of summer 
jonger still and full of beauty. 

As an artist Germany first recognized 
him, and it was Germany that was in- 
Strumental in bringing his work to this 
sountry. Now every country in Europe 
pays tribute to his genius. 


—~o- 
“Ie Spring Never Coming?” is perhaps 
the most famous of his water colors. 
Ail the forest swathed in billowy crests is 
mervelousiy illusory in the pale moon- 
light. Among his best known oils are 
"Prost on the Ice” and “ Tracks in the 
Bnow.” His snow effects are little short 
of marvelous at times. One particularly 
inapiring picture Is a whirling mountain 
Biream. It seems human in the way it Is 
resisting the huge arms of ice which are 
Feaching out to choke and throttle it. 

Fiacstad has devoted himself quite ex- 
tensively to the applied arts as well, and 
in his rustic furniture has endeavored to 
Hroduce true Scandinavian decorative 
mo Lies.

HEN Art Klein, who made his 

first start of the 1916 seazon in 

“the Chicago motor derby two 

weeks ago, brings home the 

bacon he does not partake of it. 

He ta the Chariey Herzog of the automo- 
bile racing game. 

Finding that testing cars for the Peer- 
leas Company was not exciting enough for 
him, Klein started in pursuit of fame and 
fortune as @ race driver in 1511 when he 
joined the Stoddard-Dayton team apd 
learned the rudiments of epcedology on 
dirt tracks im county fair meets. His 
teammates were Bert Miller, Jap Clem- 
ons. and Tony De Hymel, the latter a full 
blooded Aztec who turned over and suf- 


tered fatal injuries three vente ago. | 

In deference to the wishes of his mother 
Klein quit racing in 1012 and fdr two 
years worked in hia brother's cigar store 
it Youngstown, O., but in the winter of 
1914 he found the call of irresistible 
and at the request of the King company 
Gesigned and built a car for the Inflianap- 


olis classic. In practice the King showed 


a lot of speed and verified the predictions 


of the dopesters that it would hea dan- 


gerous contender at the outset of the race 


when it was up fighting the leaders and 


running in fifth place. A ken valve 
at the comption of 220 miles forced 
Klein to dock the car permanently at the 
pits, however. 

Klein and the King made a miuch bet- 
ter showing in. their next appearance.

Carlson, and Teddy Tetzlaff. He aiso fin- 
ished second to Cooper's Stutz in the 100 
mile dirt track race at Pheenix and led the 
field at Corona for the first 100miles, when 
his car cracked a cylinder. . 

Last seasoh Klein and the King, which 
he rebuflt and rechristefed the Kieinart, 
ran afoul of a jinx. At San Diego the 
car twisted off a.pitiion shaft at the tape
